3. The following is an Examiner's statement of reasons for the indication of 
allowable subject matter: renumbered claims 1-22 are allowable over the prior art of 
record because the arguments set forth in the appeal brief filed on 2/10/03 and the 
decision on appeal on 3/20/06 are persuasive. The claims are allowable over the prior 
art of record because the claims are distinguished from the prior art of record for the 
reasons as set forth in the appeal brief filed on 2/10/03 and because an update of a 
search previously made does not detect the combined claimed elements as set forth in 
the claims 1-22. Specifically, claims are allowable over the prior art of record because 
none of the prior art of record teaches or fairly suggests a memory circuit comprises
